• MONDAY, MAY 5, during the 
hours of 9:00 a.m. and 7:00 p.m., 
students will register for the first 
semester and fifteen-week term of 
the Summer Sessions, Dr. Burnice 
Jarman, registrar, announced. 

New students will register June 2. 
Registration day for the Second 
Summer Session will be announced 
later. No classes will be held on 
May 5. 

Students can procure necessary 
forms and directions for registra- 
tion from the Office of the Regis- 
trar Thursday, Friday, and Satur- 
day of this week. 

To determine in advance how 
many students will be in each class, 
officials will follow the procedure 
used during the Winter Term and 
will register by departments. 

Contrary to the announcement in 
the catalogue, the registration fee 
for the First Session will be $4. 

For veterans the two sessions 
will be considered as two terms for 
computing subsistence. Two ac- 
celerated courses (six hours), or 
one accelerated course plus two 15 
week courses will be figured full 
time, as will any other combination 
which makes a total of six hours 
within ^a semester. 

A veteran taking nine accelerat- 
ed hours for the first half of the 
Summer Session and three acceler- 
ated hours for the second ht^lf, will 
be paid full subsistence for the first 
half and half subsistence for the 
aecond session. 

Assistant Dean William L. Tur- 
ner of the Junior. College an- 
nounced that all program changes 
requiring financial adjustment must 
be made before June 2. Other 
changes may be made between Juna 
2 and June 6. *

“The most effective way for the American 
youth to fight for peace is to get together with 
young persons of other nations and talk things 
over regardless of national barriers.” * - 

He remarked that the young people of Eng- 
land are more politically tolerant than those of 
the U. S., stating that they are the best organ- 
ized youth in the, world, being open to all sides 
of a political question. 

“The young people have faith in the United 
Nations," he said, “probably more than those 
In America. The intent among students is peace 
at all costs.” 

“Every move the U. S. makes toward increas- 
ing military power causes other nations to do 
likewise," Mr. Wallace said. “This, of course, is 
a barrier to peace.”

Wallace, who returned Sunday from a Eu- 
ropean tour which made him the hero of the 
British and the dire concern of the U. S. State 
Department, said, "Everywhere in Europe that 
I came Into contact with students I found a 
determination to leave a better legacy to the 
next generation. The consuming passion among 
the young people is that World War III is pre- 
ventable.”

• THE PAST COUNCIL election has produced a rash 
of criticism against the Greeks. It Is not solely their 
fault that there is a relative dearth of school spirit 
here. Nor can the blame for the comparative lack of 
intellectual stimulation in our campus activities be laid 
at their door alone. Too many Independents get Into 
the rut of criticizing the situation without at the 
same time trying to do something constructive. It’s 
true — there are some archaic regulations in existence 
plus the prevalent spectre of administration control, 
real or imagined. But there are still many unexplored 
fields of endeavor. ‘It is an unhealthy approach to re- 
main forever on the outside criticizing' when there are 
areas of activity open. 

It is always possible to start new types of clubs 
or work on specialized projects. First, there should 
always be a live dub for each major subject. There 
are some, though a few are in a state of suspended 
animation. If you are interested enough to study a 
subject, extra-curricular activities in that Held should 
certainly appeal to you. This Is perhaps the ripest 
field in which Independents can work. If there is not 
i an adequate club in your major why not start one, 
i or re-activate the old one? 

1 One of the crying needs of Oils University Is a 
student cooperative. A book co-op could certainly be 
set up for the fall term. Later on It could expand and 
handle many staple ftems at a real saving for us. Many 
schools do this. It would cut down waiting in lines by 
providing a third book outlet and more Important It 
can save us money which is the prime purpose of a 
co-op. This Is certainly a project Hint some individuals 
and/or clubs can work on. 

Let’s look at the past year. There has been a tre- 
mendous increase in student activity. There has been 
an increase in the number of forums and meetings 
treating with national and international affairs. The 
Current Affairs Club got squared away, the Study 
i Group for World Government was organized. A Lit- 
I erary Club was formed; the ill-fated Grind was pub- 
lished. A campus literary magazine has been estab- 
lished. A definite Interest is being evidenced toward the 
National Student Organization. The Religious Council 
and some of its affiliate clubs have badly attacked the 
/ problems of race prejudice (even in its lair, Lisncr 
Auditorium). t»* v 

I , When the threat of expulsion was being bandied 
> , about, student opinion put the squelch on it. But no- 
where has independent student expression made itself 
more keenly felt than in support of The Hatchet. The 
spontaneous demonstration and astute questioning of 
witnesses during the recent inquiry were the most Im- 
pressive demonstration of student spirit in recent Uni- 
versity history. 

I The point of all this is that there are places where 
one can put constructive activity here. There are cer- 
tain limitations, it is true. But no administration Cgn 
| turn a deaf ear forever to an intelligent and active 
student body.

To The Editors: 

That college students are regressing in order to es- 
cape their mature responsibility in current affairs is 
evident on all college campuses throughout the country, 
with the University a symbol of this apathy. After two 
world wars fed by the interests of isolation, and eco- 
nomic’ greed, one would desire a turnabout to Intelli- 
gent participation, particularly on the part of student 
veterans, in solving the problems that beset our world. 
Objective political education must be disseminated, and 
opinions crystallized, for time demands decisions. 

To illustrate the complacency current in the Univer- 
sity, one can cite the Current Affairs Club and the 
Student Federalists, organs properly designated for 
free discussion through forums, with much spirit, but 
without 100 members In a student body of 12,000. In 
addition, the University permits the discouragement 
of political groups, acorns of thought that could be 
nourished into oaks of democracy. Are we, who are 
Interested in these political problems, who saw and 
fought political oppression, not mature enough to en- 
gage in political discussion? 

In the Current Affairs Club and the Student 
Federalist group, Interested students are realizing that 
present day problems affect their future security so 
much that the answers to, plans for, and opinions on 
these vital questions are as important as personal 
livelihood and education. 

In the domestic sphere, bills and laws on labor, com- 
munism, and foreign pblicy are being formulated. 
These so fundamentally affect our immediate and fu- 
ture interests that it is Imperative that we vote with 
justified assurance, based on facts, truth, and benefit 
to the people of this country and over the world. 

Internationally, historical and current world prob- 
lems, particularly in Europe and Asia, must be under- 
stood. Their difficulties arid methods of solution must 
be analyzed and appreciated by American citizens, for 
we, ps citizens and as college students,, are the leaders 
of American thought. Russia should be Our friend. We 
must strive towards this friendship, for If there be a 
war with Russia, the United States would be attacked 
first. This must never happen. The Russian problem, 
intellectually solvable, must not be evaded. / , 

The question is not "How much time should we ac- 
cord world responsibility?", but “How can we com- 
pletely accept World responsibility ?”

The showing of 
class rings, setting of a date for the senior banquet, 
and other minor pbints have been his only achieve- 
ments — through no fault of his own. 

And what of the sophomore and junior leaders? The 
Junior president has entered into some service projects, 
made some posters, and sold some tickets. The sopho- 
more class president has confined himself to dreaming. 

Two of the four class officers have achieved nothing 
worthy of mention. They have devoted the better part 
of the year to wearing their titles — an honor of which 
they are evidently not deserving. 

The election of more Speaks and more Pughes Is the 
answer.

• CUE AND CURTAIN obviously stepped into a major 
project when it tackled “King Lear." To attempt a 
tragedy that would tax the abilities of the top profes- 
sional performers is indeed an ambitious undertaking. 

The result, while far from a complete success, can 
not fairly be termed a failure. Although the crucial 
points in the drama lacked the sureness and fire that 
transform play-acting into life, many of the lesser 
scenes and the general treatment of the theme showed 
understanding and ability. 

In his attempt to portray realistically the shifting 
of Lear’s character from pride to humility and his 
mental decline to madness, Orel Leonard struggled 
with a part that seemed a little too big for him. In 
fairness, it should be pointed out, however, that his 
support In the climatic scenes was spotty, and that 
the shortening oi the play, although skillfully dope, 
only rendered more difficult the presentation of a 
dynamic characterization. 

The sub-plot was generally well-handled, perhaps 
to the extent that it overshadowed Lear’s story. 
Gloucester and his sons, played by Jay Clarke, Robert 
Cordell, and Gene Picciano, were equally well done and 
were responsible for the success of most of the scenes 
In which they appeared prominently. 

Outstanding among the minor characters was 
Harold Borger’s portrayal of the foppish steward, Os- 
wald. ' 

Despite unevenness in action and verisimilitude, 
and weak diction or faulty accoustics In spots, on th« 
whole we consider the play well worth the efforts which 
went Inter its production. Certainly if the purpose of 
Its presentation, as stated In the program notes, was 
to bring to the local stage a drama not often available 
to the public, then to Cue and Curtain, must be award- 
ed at least an A for effort. And certainly the total 
effect was one of definite value.

s ‘THE PRESENT TIME is the critical period in our 
University life. We have broken from the old period 
of lethargy and are endeavoring to plant ourselvei in 
the front rank of educational Institutions. Under a new 
name and with awakened vigor, success seems to 
loom in sight." 

The above is quoted from an editorial which ap- 
peared in the first issue of The Hatchet ever to be 
printed. The dateline is October 5, 1904. 

Forty-three years have served to yellow the paper 
with age, and the appearance is indeed strange by 
comparison with today’s streamlined tabloid. 

Yet that editorial comment could very well have 
rolled off the presses last week ; or next week. Perhaps 
we face another of a series of "critical periods." A 
more logical answer is that we continue in a “critical 
period,” one which began with the plans for founding 
the University— one which will continue as long as a 
class in Freshman English is offered. 

When the 1904 editor expressed ' his sentiments, 
there was no Building C; no Lisner Auditorium; no 
Hall of Government. There seems to have been lithe 
then that resembled the University as It appears to- 
day. Excepting, of course, the awareness that the 
present is- critical. So long as that awareness survives, 
we shall continue to grow, until the dreams and hopes 
and plans for the future materialize.

Acheson Announces Program 
For Foreign Service Review 

• ADMISSION FORMS for the twelve week foreign service review 
course, which will be given by the School of Government for the 
second consecutive summer, may be obtained at the office of the 
Dean of the School of Government, 710 Twenty-first street, N. W., 
Professor Edward C. Acheson, director of the course announced. 

The review course, the first 
offered by any university, is 
limited to 100 students. Applica- 
tions may be made by anyone 
who has been designated by the 
President of the United States to 
take the State Department Foreign 
Service examinations. 

Clas s es Will begin June 22 and 
continue one week before the State 
Department examinations, to be 
held in September. 

Dr. Acheson reported that 40 
per cent of the students taking the 
review course last year passed the 


State Department examinations, as 
compared with 14.2 per cent of 
the total number of applicants. 

He also mentioned that a number 
of the successful students are now 
employed In the Department of 
State, awaiting foreign assignments. 
In addition, over 10 per gent of 
the review course graduate* who 
took State Department oral ex- 
aminations last month passed them. 

Applications for permission to 
take the foreign service examina-* 
tions should be made to the De- 
partment of State.

Veterans Must Request 
Leave Of Absence Pay 


• “STUDENT VETERANS must request leave of absence from 
the Veterans Administration from May 28 to June 3 if they want 
to get paid for this period,” Ben Tuffs, Veterans Administration 
training officer, said. 

Short checks will result if the veterans do not elect to request 
leave. 

Undecided students, students 
who do not plan to register for 
the lummer sessions, or students 
who are transferring to another 
school are required by the Veterans 
Administration to report to the 
University gym either April 30, 
from 5:00 to 9:00 p. m. or May 1, 
from 12:00 to 9:00 p. m. to com- 
plete Form 1908. 

Students who register May 5 will 
file Form 1908 at that time. 

"There will or an advantage to 
veterans attending summer school 
if they register on May 5. Their 
leave question which is a part of 
Form 1908 will have been answered, 
and they have a better chance of 
getting their next check without 
delay,” Tufts stated. 

Leave granted for ln-betweeji-se- 
mesters in summer school is de- 
ducted from the veterans total 
length of entitlement. 

In order to qualify for leave, thtf 
veteran must Indicate his Intentions 
of re-entering school either for the 
summer session or the fall term. 

Leave accrues at the rate of ,24 
days per month of training, and 
cannot exceed a maximum of thirty 
days for one calendar year. 

In the past, summer session gaps 
have automatically been covered 
and the time subtracted from the 
veteran’s entitlement. 

This year, the veteran will , be 
given leave only If he is eligible 
and if he makes a written request 
for It.

• ESTABLISHED in 1944 to sup- 
ply blood for emergency transfu- 
sions, the Community Blood-Plas- 
ma Bank of Washington is today 
faced with a critical blood donor 
shortage. 

Since the close of the war the 
Bank has been operating on a non- 
profit replacement basis with main 
headquarters at the University 
Medical School and its donor cen- 
ter- at the Police and Fire Clinie 
on Thirteenth Street. 

Under the Bank’s replacement 
plan, all persons receiving transfu- 
sions must deposit a collateral fee 
of >25. The patient and a member 
of his family are then issued cards. 

If the blood is replaced within 
15 days the collateral fee is -re- 
funded. If only one replacement is 
made only >15 of the collateral is 
refunded. The Bank will accept 
any blood type for exchange. 

Donors may give blood at any 
time by making appointments with 
the Blood Donor Center. A trane- 
ferable card, which is good indefi- 
nitely, is issued each donor. These 
cards may be used in lieu of the 
collateral deposit or they may be 
returned to the Donor's Center foi* 
refund if a deposit has been made 
previously. 

“Due to our Inadequate supply 
the bank is unable to furnish the 
proper type blood for all emer- 
gencies,’* Dr. Roger M. Choisser, 
President of the Blood Bank says. 

’This is because too many pa- 
tients prefer to forfeit the collateral 
rather than replace the blood.”

Certainly both Stern and Wismer have presented many ex- 
cellent points which are indicative of the fact that they have 
studied the situation thoroughly and that they realize the respec- 
tive positions of the schools and of the athletes. 

There is one point, however, which could bear more emphasis 
and which always seems to be overlooked when this subject is under 
discussion. 

The young man who attends college and participates in 
athletics spends most of his time at athletics. Let us take the case 
of a football player at an average university as an example. 

Football players usually report to the training camp some- 
time in August. They work for hours at a time under a hot summer 
sun, getting into condition for the coming season. Any free time 
. at the training camp is spent in studylng'new plays and learning 
assignments. Daily practice sessions must be attended, not only 
until the season opens, but throughout the entire season as well. 

Therejore the players must work steadily for approximately four 
months, keeping ln top physical shape and continually risking seri- 
ous injuries. 

The end of the season doesn’t mean the beginning of an easy 

jl life lor the athlete at the school's expense, for he is expected to 

, keep himself in condition, and, in the case of the football players, 
spring practice comes along with the first thaw, lasting as a rule 
for six or eight weeks.

\Vith so many demands being made on the athlete's time it 
seems only fair that some compensation be awarded for his service. 
Certainly if these young men were to seek other means of em- 
ployment, spending an equal amount of time at their work, they 
could make far more money than whatever the college pays them. 

The logical conclusion to the problem seems to be that colleges 
should legalize the payment of athletes, but that sum should be 
standardized in the conferences or according to geographical 
regions. 

If it Is ethical to recognize scholastic ability In a student there
